The Cauadiau Pacific Railway. 

It cannot but bo gratifying to the 
friends of British North America to 
observe how groat a hold the Bohonio 
for a trans-continental railway through 
British territory is taking hold upon 
the Homo mind. Scarooly loss in Eng- 
land than in Canada is tht necessity ot 
such a work recognized, and the Fattior 
etands ready to endorBo tho paper of 
tho son, in order to carry it out. Those 
who run away with tho idea that tho 
Canadian Government has beer- induced 
to promiso the railway, in order to in - 
duco British Columbia to enter tho 
Union, ranko a mistake. The fact is 
rather that tho Domiuion Government 
agrees to reooive British Columbia now 
upon the terms offered in order that 
the great work ot building tho railway 
may bo epeodily advanced ; a work tho 
preliminaries of which must, of course, 
await Union. Wo havo carefully 
watched the tono of tho Canadian press 
upon this groat question, and it is a 
significant cireumstunco that tho oppo- 
sition equally with tho Ministerial sec- 
tion rooognizas tho early construction 
of a railway as a national necessity; no/ 
have wo in a sin-lo instance observed 
an allusion to it as a purt of tho prioo to 
be paid for inducini? this Colony to enter 
tho Confederacy. The following remarks 
of ft leading Cauadian paper, in allo< 
Bion to tho growing feeling at homo in 
favor o! a railway, may interest our 
readers :— " Wo aro thankful to thoso 
,'entlom'on for their valuablo opinions 
and timely suggestions ; but what we 
now want to push tho project ou and 
insuro an early commencement, are 
practical and experienced men- men 
whoonn command tho confidence of 
our Government and tho coufideuco of 
English capitalists ; and men in every 
way capable of carrying tho grand under- 
taking on to an early completion 
Euginoers tell us that tuoro are no in- 
surmountable obsiaoles in tho way ; 
that such a road could be built tor much 
less thau the American Pacific roads 
havo cost ; that it could bo more cheaply 
worked ; and that, boiug a shorter 
route between England, Japan and 
China than the American routes, it 
could compete with them successtully fur 
tho great through trade between Europe 
and tho Bast. In order, however, to 
have this road mado.tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment must be liberal in their land 
grants, as the United States Government 
have boon. A narrow, niggardly policy 
will not do. It would be false economy, 
and detrimental to tho best interests of 
tho country, were wo to refuse a com- 
pany any resonablo quantity of our wild 
land's they might ask for. Away in 
tho Northwest, and stretching right 
across the continent to tho base of tho 
.Rocky Mountains, we have millions 
and millions of aores of as rich land as 
can be found in any quarter of too 
globe. But under present circumstances 
it is utterly useless to us, and must re- 
main useless so long as wo have no 
means of communication with it. If wo 
were to givo one-half of it in exchange 
for a railway to tho Paoific, tho bargain 
would ha a good ono j for then we 
Should be able to find lumen for thou- 
sands, where wo now find ho.aos for 
tous, and in a few years wo should have 
ono unhrokon link of civilization and 
of settlements from the Atlau'.ic to the 
Pacific. 

Ontario ami Erie Ship taual. 



A deputation of influential Cana- 
dians, representing tho directors of the 
Ontario and Erie Ship Canal, recontly 
visited Chicago, Milwaukie and other 
Western towns for tho purpose of plac- 
ing bofore loading commercial mon tho 
great echemo of opening up a passage 
whereby Beagoin^ ships and steamers 
of fifteen hundred tons might pass from 
the Atlantic seaboard to the great 
West— with a view to obtaining their co- 
operation in carrying out the enterprise. 
The deputation was m?t and very cor- 
dially received by tho Chambers oi 
Commerce in these places, und steps 
were at once taken with a view to pro- 
moting a work in which tho Western 
States aro equally interested with Ca- 
nada. It will bo recollected tha. a bill 
was pasbod during the last session of 
the Dominion Parliament incorporat- 
ing tho Ontario and Erie Ship Canal 
Company. A brief sketch of thejachenie 
may net prove altogether uninteresting 
to our local readers, it is proposed to 
enlarge and otherwise improve the Wel- 
land canal from Port Colborno to Tho- 
rold, and to construct a new canal lrom 
that' point to tho natural and commo' 
dioas harbor at tho mouth of the Nia- 
gara river. It is estimated that this 
port of the vvo;k will occupy two and a 
half years and cost 83,500,000; and it 
is to bo so managed that tho nnvigation 
of the Wetland canal will not bo at all 
interrupted. Tho scheme also com- 
prises tho enlargement of tho St Law- 
renco and Lachino canals. It must not 
bo imagined that becauao a deputation 
wont from Canada upon such a mis- 
sion it went a begging. Tho subject of 
opening a passage from tho Atlantic to 
connoct with tlio groat lakes of tho 
mighty VVeat is not now, For years 



hus it been agitated in tho Stateu oron 
more than in Canada, and it has boen 
urged As one of tho most cogent argu- 
ments In favor of the re-ostahlishrncut 
of a reciprocity treaty botweon the two 
countries that the United Statos would 
thereby eeouro a treaty right to get a 
passage to tho ocean through Canadian 
waters end ounals. Indeed; tlie-ra is 
no reason to doubt tin t tho people of tho 
Western States will bo piopared to co- 
operato with the utmost avidity iu an 
undertaking of tho very greatest impor- 
tance. ■ 

The British Cabinet Tho pre- 
sent British Cabinet includes vory few 
men of largo fortune. Indeed, only 
three of them can be so doscrihod, these 
being Earl do Grey and Eipon, Mr 
Goschen, and tho Marquis of llarting- 
ton, who is heir to his father, tho D uko 
of Devonshire. Messrs Gladstone, 
Bruce, Oardwell, Bright, Childers, 
Lowo, Goschen and tho Lord Chancol- 
'or, nil ro-o to tho position they hold 
by their ability, and without assistance 
from territorial or aristocratic connec- 
tion?, 

Mr Gladstone realized a fortune ot 
$500,000. Mr Bright is, as is well 
known, a manufacturer ut Roohdale, 
and has no reputation for wealth, though 
no doubt well off Mr Oardwell inherit- 
ed a considerable fortune from his fa- 
ther, a Liverpool merchant. Mr Lowo 
is the son of a clergyman. Ha made 
what money ho had at tho Australian 
liar, and by writing for tho Sydney 
press. Mr Goschen is probably extreme- 
ly wealthy, or will be so. Before taking 
otlieu he was a member of a grout Eon- 
don house, in which ho ro'.ains a large 
interest He is, as his mumo denotes, 
ol German extraction. 

Mr Childers is, like Mr Lowo, the son 
of a clergyman, and rnudo bis money 
too at the antipodes. Mr Chichester 
Fortesflae has moderate moans, but 
married a wife who has more tliun SlOl),- 
000 a year of her own. Tho Earl of 
Kiinbirly, now Secretary for the Col- 
onies, has a largo properly, but not a 
largo income lor a peer. Lord Gran- 
ville^ means are »>ory moderate lor his 
position. Tlio Duko of Argyle has 
vast estatos, but some of his predeces- 
sors havo taken very good ca r o that tho 
available income from them should not 
permit him to indulge in extravagance. 
Viscount Halifax, formerly well known 
us Sir Charles Wood, a Yorkshiro bar- 
onet, has a largo family uud a moderate 
fortune. Lord do Grey is very woalthy; 
his father succeeded to a splendid place, 
including the celebrated Fountains 
Abbey, in Yoi kshire, under the will of 
a distant relative, au eccentric Miss 
Lawrence.lLordJHartington will posses 
onu of the greatest fortunes in the 
world. 

Tlio Lord Chancellor, Mr Lowo, Mr 
Card well and Mr Fortescuo are ohihJ- 
losa, mid L >rd Harrington is tho only 
bachelor in the Cabinet. 

Tuo Prime Minister reoeives S'io.OOO 
i year the Lord Chancellor $50,000, 
each of the four Secretaries of State aud 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer $25.- 
000, the First Lord of tho Admiralty 
$25 000, and the other members ot tho 
Cabinet sums vaiyiug from §20.000 to 
§10.000. Two or three of the ministers 
have official residences, but only theFirst 
Lord of the Admiralty lives in one. 

A Bad Place Fok Criminals. — The 
Connecticut State Prison, vVilson an 
inmate of that establishment, was so 
disgusted with the wholesale regime to 
which criminals are subjeoted thoro that 
to insure bin hanging, ho murdered Wil- 
lard, tho warden of the prison. For.tbis 
ho was the Other day tried, convioted 
and sentenced to bo hanged, Ho Wel- 
comed tho sentence in tho following 
words : — ' I am perfectly satisfied with 
the result. To bo hanged will be an act 
of supreme mercy compared to being 
compelled to I've in tho Connecticut 
S:ato Prison. This remarkable speoeli 
show's two things — First, that there is 
iit 1 1 u hope of penitence or remorse boiug 
felt by the murderer ; and, second, that 
the C jnneoticut State Piison is conduct' 
ed so as to be a whoiesomo terror to 
criminal chases.
